FRENCH LOSE FIGHT

BERLIN ANNOUNCES GAIN OF
SEVEN HUNDRED YARDS OF
FOE'S POSITIONS.

CHAMPAGNE SCENE OF FIGHT

Fierce Battle Raging Along Entire
Front in the West—Paris Says Five
Attacks Were Repulsed—British
Lose In Flanders.

London, Feb, 15-—Furious fighting
is general along the western front and
particularly in the Champagne, The
German war office announced tHe cap-
ture of 700 yards of French positions
in Champagne, south of Saine Marle-n-
Py, At this point 208 oficers and men
were taken prisoner,

The French official report doea not
mention the capture of these positions,
but says five successive Infantry at-
tacks In an effort by the Germans 10
recapture positions recently taken in
Champagne were repulsed. The state-
ment admita the Germans penetrated
& French trench pear Solssons, but
they subsequently were ejected, It
| added.

The German roport says:

“British artillery bombarded the
| town of Lille. Considerable material
damagn was done, but thers was no
loss of life or destruction of military
properiy.

“In the fighting in the reglon north-
west and west of Vimy up to February
9 we captured nine officers, 682 men,
36 machine guns, 2 mine throwers and
stores of varfous descriptions. Our
artillery shelled heavily the enemy's
| positions between the Qise and Relms
with good success.
| “Hand grenade battles continue

without Interruption over the portion
of our trenches Lo the east of Maison
de Champagne, which the French ooc-
cupied February 11. Between the
Meuse and the Moselle we destroyed
by five large explosions the advanced
trenches of the enemy over a front of
30 to 40 vards.

| “Lively artillery fighting 18 proceed-
ing in Lorraine and in the Vosges.
South of Russe, east of St. Die, a Ger-
man detachment penetrated advanced
portions of the enemy’s position and
| captured more than 30 chasseurs.

“Our aeroplanes bombarded enemy
positions and the railway establish-
meants at Lo Papne and Poperinghe.”

The French official statement also
reports:

“To the north of Vie-Sur-Alsne our
artillery dispersed enemy detachments
which had advanced ag far as our wire
| entanglements,”

FRENCH CRUISER IS MISSING

Admiral Charner Has Not Been Heara
From Since February 8—Torpe-
doed by Germans?

Paris, Feb. 16.—The following offl-
clal statement was given out here on
Sunday:

"The ministry of marine fears for
the fate of the cruiser Admiral Char-
ner, which has been patroling the
Syrian coagt., No news has been re-
cglved from the crulser since Febru-
ary 8, when, according to a German
telegram, a submarine sank a French
warship.”

Carry Guns for Protection Against

Submarine Attacks.

Washington, Feb., 14.—The declars-
tion by the central powers of thelr pur.
poge after March 1 next to regard
armed merchant ships as warships
and sink them on sight is in exact ao-
cordance with the new policy of the
United States as laid down by the
American note of January 18,

It is expected President Wilson now
will give instructions to all port of-
ficlals directing them to consider
armed merchantmen a8 auxiliary
eruisers and to apply to them the
rules under which such vessels must
depart within twenty-four hours after
arrival or ywftor necesaary ropairs are
made or stores taken on board,

It I8 expected further that warnings
will bo Issued directing Americans not
to travel on belligerent armed mer-
chant ships,

The note, by direction of the socre-
tary of state to Amorican ambassadors,
wns addressed to the Kuropean bel-
ligerents in conneectlon with the recog-
nition of submarines as commerca de-
stroyers and the desirability of the dis
armament of belligerent merchantmen,

Its text in part is as follows:

“It 18 a matter of the decpest In-
torest to my government to bring to
an end, if possible, the dangers of life
which attend the use of submarines as
nt present employed In  destroying
memy commerce ‘on the high seas,
dlnce on any merchant vessol of bel-
lgerent nationallly there may be citl-
zens of the United States who have
taken passage or members of the crew
in the exerclse of their rpmgnlmd
rights as noutrals,

“While | am fully alive to the ap-
piulling logs of life among noncombat-
ants, regardless of age or sex, which
has resulted from the present method
of destroying merchant vessels with-
out removing the persons on hoard to
pinees of safety and while 1 view that
practice as contrary to those humane
principles which should control bel-
Hgerents in the conduct of thelir naval
operations, I do not feel that a bel-
ligerent should be deprived of the
proper use of submarines fn the in-
vusion ol commerce, since those in-
struments of war have proved thelr
effeetiviness in this practieal pranch
of warfare on the high seas,

“Your government will undorstand
that in seoking a formula or rule 1 ap-
proach It of necesgity from the point
of view of u neutral, but 1 belleve that
it will bo equally eflicactous in pre
gerving the lves of noncombalants on
morchant vessels of belligerent nation-
allties.

“My comments on thia subject are
predicated on the following proposi-
tions:

1. A noncombatant has a right to
traversa the high seas In & merchant
vessel entitled to Ny a belligerent Nag,
to rely upon the observance of the
rules of international law and princl
ples of humanity, and if the vessel Is
approached by a naval vessel of an-
other belligerent the merchant vessel
of enemy nationality should not be at
tacked without being ordered to stop.

“2. An enemy merchant vessel when
ardered to do 8o by a belligerent sub-
marine should immediately stop,

"8, Buch vessel should not be at-
tacked after being ordered to stop un-
less it attempts to flee or resist. In
case it ceases to flee or resist, the at-
tack should be discontinued,

“4, In the event that it is impossible
to place u prize crew on board of an
enemy merchant vessel, or to convay
it Into port, the vessel may be sunk,
provided the erew and passengers
have been removed to a place of safe-
ty

“It would therefore appear to he &
reasonable and reciprocally just ar
rangoment if (t eould be agreed by the
opporing balligerents that submarines
should be cauged to adhere strictly to
the rules of international law in the
mutter of stopping and searching moer-
chant vessels, determining thelr bel-
ligerent nationality and emoving the
crews and passengers to places of
safety before sinking the vessols as
prizes of war, nnd that merchant ves-
sols of belligerent nationailty should
ho prohibited from carrying any arma-
ment whalsoever,

“I ghould ndd that my government
s Impressed with the reusonableness
of the srgument that a merchant ves.
sel carrying an armament of any sort
should be held to be an auxiliary orids-
er and so treated by a neutral as well
ns by & belligerent wovernment and is
serloudly consldering Instructing its
ollicialy accordingly.”

As coal ofl 18
largely used for fuel purposes In Parie
and is productive of less smoke and
dust than other fuels, heo suggests the
posaibility of an oll pipe servics for
all residences similar to the gas pipes
now in une.

The old idea that the street should
be level with the ground may in fu-
ture be considered crroneous. It
chould he sufMiclently uhove the sur-
face it is held, to give room for all
thess service utilities Letween it and
the ground. The ndjacent houses
should have basement floors, “The
sidewnlks and roadwiys should be.
built like continuovs substantial
bridges, which after pioper construe:
don, would not need W be meddled
with except for repairs Thoey should
be supported by walls of masonry par-
allel to the adjacent heuses and on a
level with the second story.

Such a plan would male the modern
city street two storied. tho upper
part for pedestrians and lght weight
velileles, the lower for pervice and
heavy traflc. This arranfement has
already been Introduced in Chleago
for traMe hetwoen the rallway sta-
tons and certain private wérshonsos,
Neenforced concrete roofs, Mr, He-
nard holds, will provide gardens and
also Innding places for the aeroplanes
which will come into more genéral use,
Garages and hangars will be avtllable
below the surface and great elevators
will 1ft these machines from thelr
subterranean quarters as desived,
The beginning of these innovatitns
Is gnld to be already fu sight. At least
mna lorge Amerfcan hotel has already
provided a roof landing for neroplanen.
New York has now a public play-
ground and garden built upon bridge
‘restling fifty feet from the ground.

BEST TREES FOR THE STREET

Selection 8hould by No Means Be Al
lowed to Be a Mere Matter of
Haphazard,

As to the planting of street trees
It I1s well before coming to duny definite
decision to study the speclal situation
curefully and to consult a rellable nur-
gseryman and then plant with a fixed
determination to glve each tree every
possible chance to make good, which
means protaction from insects, giving
water when needed, insisting that
drivers do not leave thelr borscs near
the trees where they can gnaw the
bark, and last but not least, seeing
that the trees have an oceasional prun-
ing. The following s a list of the
best standard street troes: Rock and
Norway Maples, the folisge turning
a rich gold and crimson in the au-
tum; American Ash, which has beau-
tiful compound follage, dark green
above and lighter beneath, and turns
from’ green to yellow and then to a
purplish tint in the autumn; English
Elm, which is vory ornamental and re.
tains its leaves longer than any other
variety in the autumn, but which
should be protected by spraying from
the gypsy moth and elm boetles;
American Linden, which flowers In
July, but as the blosgoms ure small
the falling petais do not litter the
ground; Ginkgo, n Jupancse (ree, grow-
